In his statement admitted to having fled. further stated that he believed 

the bruise on his left cheekbone came as a result of being placed on the ground to be handcuffed. 
Officers ^^^^^|and stated that they did not recall the incident on February 26, 

2016, due to the length of time that has passed. Officer and MMWBpflU 

further stated that since they patrol near the highway, they have assisted Illinois State Police 
troopers numerous times, and as a result did not specifically recall this event. 

III. ANALYSIS AND CONCLUSION

COPA alleged that on February 26, 2016, at approximately 10:00 p.m., at or near the

Failed to complete a Tactical Response Report for an interaction with BBK Bj 
that resulted in injury. 

Application of CPD ’s Polices/Rules 

Chicago Police Department policy does not require officers to complete a Tactical 
Response Report in conjunction with handcuffing except when handcuffing results in injury or 
an allegation of injury. 3 In considering the summary of evidence as factually true by a 
preponderance, COPA finds that it is probable that ^^^^|was resisting arrest at the time he 
was handcuffed. Therefore, had an officer used force to press onto the ground to 

achieve greater control over him, it would be permissible under the Chicago Police Department’s 
use of force policy. 4 COPA could not conclusively determine whether it was Officer 
gtH iH . or ^^^|who placed m handcuffs. Furthermore, COPA could not 

conclusively determine that injury came as a result of being handcuffed. Officers 

and did not recall the incident, or coming into 

contact with an individual who was injured as a result of police action on February 26, 2016. 
Moreover, Trooper in her report, did not indicate that was injured as a result of 

the apprehension by any Chicago Police Officer. COPA finds the allegations against Officers 

and ^^^|are Not Sustained.
